- THE REPLY TO GERMANY.

President Wilson’s reply to the Ger-
man note conld hardly have been
more moderate and resirained without
surrendering the American contentlon
in  this controversy, says. the New
York World in one of the clearest cut
discussion of the note we have read.

.im the main the note is a reitera-
tion of the grinciples of international
law and the code of humanity which
the president defineéd and upheld in
the pote of May 13. :

Had it not been for the mad
performance of Mr. Byran in suddenly
deciding lo create a new heaven and
a new earth In international affairs by
his personal flat, we think the note,
on the whole, would hiave been a dis-
eppointment to a majority of the Am-

erican people. They would have ex-
fected a harder and a less concilla-
tory answer to German o qulbbling
and unsatisfactory reply 1o the pres-

ldent's note of May 13,

It {8 doubtless well, nevertheless,
that the note errs on the side of mod-
eration. ‘This ia particularly fortun-
ate in view of the sorry performance
of Mr. Bryan The president has al-
ready stated the Anierican attitude as
clearly as words could state it.  Any
reinforcement of his previous decla-
rations would have been nothing short

of an ultimatum. He has therefore
content~d  himself with reaMrming
his prelous statements in terms that
are both courteous and conciliatory.

It Is even a question whether he has
not heen at such pains to give the Ger-
man government a chance to save its
face that his self-restraint will be mis-
interpreted by the blundering diplo-
macy of Berlin. Yet the attitude of
the American people, In  their un-
swerving supfort! of the president,
should no Jlonger be a matter of duubt
In German offleial circles despite the
antles of Mr. Bryan.,

Be that as it may, the president
shows himself an enlightened states-
man eager to find a pacific aolution
to the problem If such a solu:ioa can
he found without anrrﬁinlng priuciples
that are vital not only to the United
States but to every neulral aation
whese cltizens and whose ships sail
the high seas.

As for Mr. Bryan's conduct in this
matter. who do not think there Is any
sanu American citizen who wiil have
difiiculty In chopsing between the di-
plomacy defined in Mr. Wilson’s note
and the diplomacy defined in Mr. Bry-
an‘s simultaneous answer to that note.
Mr. Bryan's statement has zll the
frenzy and fervor of a page from the
Book of Mormon. It is the lucubration
of a rellglous mystic who Is preaching
a gospel which he can not elucidato
but which he knpws has stirred all
his emotions to th.n.duﬁhﬁ.

It has nothingito do, wigh govern-
ment or with juternational law or v ith
a nation’s duties toward its unarmed
and dofenseless citizens, It has noth-
Ing to do with anything except the
vague yearnings of Mr. Bryan's soul,
which is throbbing in response to his
conception of the milennium..

The president of the United Siates
has nothing to do with rellglous ecs-
tasy. He is dealing with concrete con-
ditions and concrete prineiples. "the
principles which he s now. maintain-
ing, firmly but® with peaceable inten-
tions, relate to !nalienable rights of
the United States which have been so
grosaly violated by Germany's abap -
donment of law and resort to anarchy.

HEALTH HINTS

SAVE THE BABIES DURING THE HOT SEASON.

: Written Especlally for The Intelligencer by a lnul Physician.

- The hot weather at this season of
the year s extremely dangerous to
the lives of infants and young chil-
dren, not only because of the depress-
Ing effect of the high temperature and

lowered registance caused thareby, but
more esfecially because of the effect
of hot weather upon all perishable

food products, of which cow's milk
holds first place.

It is, therefore, highly important

that all cow’s milk used for feeding
the bables be the purest and freshest
you can afford to buy. During the
summer months it [s necessary that
and ice box be provided which Is
to be wellfjiled with fce each day.
As soon as the milk comes from the
cow it should be placed nex: to the
llu; ice and kept cool until fed to the
aby. .
T must reiterate what was said in a
former article and that is: Do not at-
tempt feeding cow's milk during the
hot season unless you can afford to
keep ice. Hot milk will allow pois-
onous bacteria to multiply by the mil-
Hons and these will sooner or later
cause the baby to get sick.A little®
money spent for ice may prevent {ll-
ness and the much greater expense
for medicine, doctors and nurses.

As water is a carrier of disease, it
is safest to use only bolled water for
drinking and preparation of the baby's
food. Don’t forget -that babies get
thirsty just as often as their parents
do. Babies who nurse get especially

thirsty. Give the baby plenty of cool

bolled water to drink. It Is well to
bdil & quart of water every moraing
and put in the ice box. By shaking
the bottle vigorously the flat taste
is somewhat improved and made more
palatable, Give water between meals.
Sometimes whien baby kries it Is only.
thiraty; try giving it more water.

By pasteurization is meant the
heating to about 165 degrees F. for
20 or 30 minutes and then rapidly
cooling it. Milk for the baby.ehould
always be pasteurized in the feeding
bottles. It may be done as followa:
The milk should be mixed with what-
ever diluent is used, whether barley
walter, Ice water or sugar is to be ad-
ded, and poured Into clean feeding
bottles, which should then be stopped
with clean, non-absorbent cotton or
any clean soft rloth. Put the bottles
futo any vessel deep enough to acco-
modate them and then fill the ves-
sel with cold water to a point a lit-
tle above the level of the milk. Heat
the water slowly and allow it to boil
for three minutes. Then run cold
water Into the vessel until the milkc
is cooled to the temperature of the
running water. The milk s then put
into the ice box or refrigerator and
kept below 50 degrees Farenhalt.

Don't give or allow any one else
to give your baby all kings of fruit
at this season of the year, unless yon
want them to get sick.
